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"The question of those missing frames ( of the Zapruder film) was brought 
before one of the Commission's lawyers last year by David Lifton. . .This C omnission 
attorney 9ommanted:' I have no recollection that anybody considered what happened 
to the sign or that anybody was aware of the fact that the frames were omitted...” 
Mr. Lifton is an associate of Wesley J. Liebeler, former assistant counsel of the 
Commission, the counsel who handled the testimony of the photographic witnesses. 

The destruction of frames of the Zapruder film and their absence in 

Exhubit 885 as printed by the Commission was first published in VSITEmSHf.. Srhich 

on page 206 reproduces page 19 of Volume 18 of the Commission’s hearings, showing 

the absence of frames 207-11 and the splicing of the top of 208 with the bottom 

of 212. Mr. Liebeler had personal knowledge of the moving of these signs and the 

destruction of other landmarks essential to photographic intelligence. It is he 

who interrogated Emmet > [ . Hudson, groundskeeper of Dealey Plaza. Hudson testified 

to him (ISHITEfi&SH, pegs 45) s "...How they have moved sane of those signs. They 

have moved that B.L. Thornton Freeway sign, end put up a Sfcemmons sign". The 

Stemmcns sign is the one in question and the fact of its replacement was known to 

tisberer, who then said, "They have ; They have moved it'.'” Hudson reaffirmed his 

sworn testimony, after which Liebeler said, "That might explain it, because this 

one 

picture here. No. 18, was taken after the assassination snd this H20J was taken at 
the time -No. 1". Liebeler also examined Abraham Zapruder, who took the movies of 
the assassination. In showing Zapruder on album of stilV msde fro the slides of 
his movie ('UITEWASE II, page 138), Liebeler began to ask Zapruder about frame 210. 

"Nov;, what about picture No. 210 - however, there is no 210 bare". 

Liebeler also knew about this not later than J u iy of 1956, when ha 
ordered a copy of ?fiITEV/ASH from me (and has yet to pay for it). In my reply to 
his letter I specifically directe 1 his attention to the photographic evidence. He 
has been totally silent. 

About the Moorman film (meaning the second - one was published): "No one 
will say where It is. It is not available in the National Archives. Presumeably the 
government still has it..." The truth is much worse; they were ordered returned to 
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Mrs. Moorman at the^di rection of General Counsel J. Bee Rankin, dated Aoril 3, 
1964. (It is among the several hundred once-secret documents from the Commission’s 
file I will publish in "EIT3 VASE III: THE ARCHIVE.) 

On the burning of the autopsy notes: this did not hep sen, although a 
careless reading of Dr. H u m es certification ( first published in WHITEWASH on 



page 187) would so indicate. What Dr. H u mes swore he burns was the first draft 
ot the sutosy report itself. I have the receipts covering the receipt and transfer 
of these notes from Dr. ^urnes through the various channels of command ot the Navy 
Hospital to the VJhite House Physician and from him to the Secret Service (and will 

be publishing them, too, in .'.EITHVAGH III). These notes went with the pic fores end

■^rays. xhey were in his hands when he testified before the dor-mission (hHEEEVkSH • 
183). They are not in the Archives as Of this writing. They have never been there, 
xney are not printed as part of Exhibit 397, as required, and are n6S in either 
Commission Pjls 37i where tney are required to be or in a duplicate of this file. 
(WHITEWASH II, pages 114-5; 125-7) . 



"Did the bullet fragments found in the governor’s wrist, rib and thigh 
match Exhibit 399;" No fragments were recovered from the rib i>r thigh and the size 
of the thigh fragment has been kept secret (I have it if you want it, in the 
appropriate report of the EBI). But there were spectrographic analysis made, in- 
cluding of the fragments of 3 bullet or bullets found in the car and recovered 
from the President’s head. These have been suppressed ( PSIT3VASH 161-4; 190; 
WHITEWASH II pages 241-2). 

I sincerely hope rlayboy will continue to be ss generous with its space 
and effort cn this subject, because I believe it is a touchstofae issue of the day 
ana because we must recapture the lost national honor - snd solve s horrible crime.
